Fishhig a w T ell known river in Nor¬ 
way one June, one of the tenants of 
the fishing lodge opposite ours caught 
a fish of twenty-nine pounds in the 
morning and lost another, his spinning 
line being broken by the rush of a 
heavy fish.

The prawn tackle had never touched 
the fish; in fact, the hooks were a foot 
or more from it.

The line 
had been got rid of. As the prawn 
swung down the pool it had grappled 
the lost cast still attached to the salm¬ 
on, and fish (thirty-three pounds), cast 
and tackle w T ere recovered. We watch¬ 
ed the incident from the road and, 
crossing the river, handled the recov¬ 
ered east. Many maintain that salmon ' 
once hooked and played for any length 
of time leave the pool.—W. H. In Lon¬ 
don Field.

Sweeney and Thos. Mason, of South 
San Francisco. 

After a short address by Chairman 
McConnell, J. J. Bullock, candidate 
for Superior Judge, was introduced as 
the first speaker. .Mr. Bullock said he 
did not intend to make a political 
speech; desired to serve the whole peo¬ 
ple as Superior Judge, as that was his 
life ambition; if elected would have no 
friends to favor and no enemies to 
punish; would decide cases that came 
before him in an honest, fair and im¬ 
partial manner; would give all a square 
deal. 

H. E. Holmquist, candidate for the 
assembly, followed. He said that he 
knew that he was thoroughly compe¬ 
tent to fill the position he sought;

A BRIER PIPE. 


Get One That Is Smooth Inside the 
Bowl, Says a Smoker. 

A collegian who prides himself on 
the sweetness and color of his brier 
wood pipes and pretends to know a lot 
more about them than any ordinary 
smoker spent half an hour in a tobacco 
shop making an addition to his already 
large collection. 

Some pipes he discarded because of 
the grain in the wood. There was too 
much stripe or too much birdseye, he 
remarked. When he found one which 
suited him he put it aside until he had 
gathered three or four which appar¬ 
ently were all right, and then came his 
final test to pick out the best of them 
all. 

He held each with the bowl toward 
the light, then slowly rubbed his little 
finger inside. Two he discarded, then 
repeated the operation with the others 
until only one remained out of the dis¬ 
card. That one he bought. 

“Want ’em smooth inside,” he ex¬ 
plained. “A brier pipe roughly fin¬ 
ished inside the bowl isn’t worth both¬ 
ering with. I wouldn’t take one for a 
gift; wouldn’t take the trouble to try to 
break it in, fbr it will never be any 
good. It won’t cake up right, and it’ll 
uever be nice and sweet. 

“I’ve got a theory that when the in¬ 
side of the bowl is rough all the little 
edges and points of wood char and 
burn the first time you smoke it, and a 
burnt pipe is no good. That’s why I 
always take a pipe that has a bowl as 
smooth on the inside as on the out. 

“Then it doesn’t char, but cakes up 
evenly and gets good in a little time. 
Maybe the theory is wrong, but it has 
worked out well in my own experience, 
and some of my friends who have tried 
it agree with me.”—New York Sun. 


BUYING THE WIND. 


One Industry of the Pesky Ant. 

Out in Burma and the far east, where 
sandalwood is worth its weight in sil¬ 
ver. the pestiferous ant is a valuable 
assistant to the loggei’s of that pi’ecious 
timber. The hard and fragrant heart- 
wood alone has value, but as the tree 
grows this valuable heart is overlaid 
by a soft and worthless layer forming 
two-thirds of the trunk. When a tree 
is felled and cut into lengths the log¬ 
gers let the timber lie. At once the 
ants begin work upon the soft wood, 
which is sappy and sweet enough to 
attract them. In a few weeks, less 
than a month in the case of the largest 
butts, the ants deliver the heartwood 
free of all the worthless sapwood.

Its Simple Figure Scheme and Infinite 
Possibilities of Variety. 

The pretzel is one of the most re¬ 
markable creations of the human mind 
and hand. It stands almost alone as 
an artificial product displaying the 
countless varieties of form produced 
by nature in the leaves of trees and 
blades of grasses. Of the millions 
upon millions turned out by the pretzel 
bakeries since the Inception of the in¬ 
dustry it is not probable that any two 
were exactly alike. 

The general figure scheme of the 
pretzel must have been an inspiration. 
It would have been impossible for the 
human mind to conceive a scheme so 
simple and yet permitting such ap¬ 
proach to infinite variation. Because 
of the peculiar shape of the pretzel its 
construction is most easily described 
by employing sailor men’s terms. A 
bight is taken in a roll of dough, and 
the ends are given a half twist and 
brought back upon opposite sides of 
the bight. This makes the article 
somewhat heart shaped. There can 
have been no sentimental reason for 
this shape, for there is no product of 
art or nature further removed from the 
realm of sentiment than is the pretzel. 
Tlie finished article looks as if it had 
been varnished and exposed to a sand¬ 
storm before the varnish dried. 

The pretzel is unique as an article of 
internal use. It cannot be classed as 
food or drink. It is not a dessert, nor 
is it a medicine. Perhaps it should be 
classed as an appetizer*—an appetizer 
not for food, but for drink, and therein 
lies its uniqueness. It is the great 
thirst producer. It is the third of a 
Sahara done up in a twist of dough. 
If any one could invent something that 
would quench thirst as effectively as 
the pretzel can produce it his fortune 
would be made. 

The home of the pretzel is Ger¬ 
many, where it is called bretzel or 
pretzel, according to whether it Is in 
north Germany or south Germany, but 
in America it is pretzel all the time, 
whether in North America or South 
America. The name is commonly re¬ 
garded as being derived from words in 
the Latin language meaning bracelet. 
But Germans are not fond of taking 
words from the Latin tongues. Per¬ 
haps the pretzel owes its name to the 
fact that it is baked on a fiat, board¬ 
like surface. The German word for 
board is brett.—Washington Post. 


Iceland “Wizards” Who Used to Sell 
to Superstitious Mariners. 

In the old days of sailing ships it 
was a common thing for a sea captain 
to “buy the wdnd” for his voyage, 
though, strangely enough, the only peo¬ 
ple supposed to deal in it were the 
Icelanders. When a constant succes¬ 
sion of baffling winds or dead calms 
had persistently followed a ship for 
more than one cruise, it was not at all 
unusual for the skipper of a big wind¬ 
jammer to pay a visit to Iceland for 
the sole purpose of purchasing wind 
enough to last him on his next voyage 
or two. 

In every port in Iceland one or more 
“wind wizards” were to be found, who 
were ready to sell a favoi*able wind for 
the next six months or a year to any 
sea captain willing to invest in some¬ 
thing he could not see. The sailor, hav¬ 
ing found his way to the magician’s 
house, first proceeded to spread out 
upon the floor the articles offei*ed in 
payment for the wind—tallow candles, 
cloth, beads, knives, powder and lead. 
After a good deal of haggling and 
many times adding to or taking away 
from the little pile of merchandise be¬ 
tween them the price was finally 
agreed upon, and the captain passed 
over his handkerchief to the Icelander. 

The wind merchant muttered certain 
words into it, tying a knot fi the hand¬ 
kerchief at the end of each incanta¬ 
tion. This was done to keep the magic 
words from evaporating. When a eer 
tain number of knots had been tied, 
the handkerchief was returned to its 
owner, with a strict charge to keep it 
knotted and guard it with extraordi¬ 
nary care until he arrived at the de j 
sired port, and at each port a knot was ! 
to be taken out. 

One old captain had been so bothered 
with head winds that he kept crying 
out to the Icelander to tie another knot 
iix the handkerchief and another and 
another, so as to be sure of plenty of 


tne wisnea ror zepnyrs, nnm nuan; 
there was no room for any more knots 
and three knives and thirty candles 
had been added to the heap on the 
floor. But when the wind greedy cap¬ 
tain was two days at sea a terrific gale 
began to hurl the ship ahead of it, 
ever increasing in fury, until she 
plunged along under bare poles, with 
her nose deep in the brine and tons of 
water washing her decks. Darker and 
darker grew the sky, and higher and ; 
higher rose the racing, foam crested 
waves, hammering the laboi'ing vessel 
with ceaseless blows until her seams 
began to open under the strain and let 
in the sea. 

Then, believing he had the devil in 
his pocket, the badly frightened skip¬ 
per drew forth the much knotted hand¬ 
kerchief and threw it overboard. In a 
short time the tempest abated, the 
clouds cleared away, and the waters 
subsided, but one seaman never again 1 
bought wind. He was content with the 
kind that comes by chance.—New York 
Times.' 


French Oyster Gatherers. 

The work of oyster collecting and 
culture is most unsuitable for women, 
but in France, owing to its tedious na¬ 
ture, it does not appeal to men. Often 
from an early hour in the moi’ning till 
late into the evening the women are 
standing up to the knees in water, 
with a strong sun beating down on 
them. The result is that never a year 
passes without some of them going 
mad and having to be hurried away to 
the asylums. The work is well paid, 
as, indeed, it ought to be. while in the 
case of the few who own beds the 
profits are large, and small fortunes 
are quickly amassed. 


Towed by a Halibut. 

About the mouths of the streams on 
which salmon camps are situated the 
Indian dogs and children amuse them¬ 
selves catching the fish. Some of the 
youngsters are so small that after they 
have succeeded in cornering a fish 
the combined efforts of the party are 
often required to dispatch it and carry 
It to camp. I have watched dogs run¬ 
ning about in a rift snapping at the 
salmon and apparently having the time 
of their lives. 

One of the most amusing sights that 
I saw during my stay in Alaska was 
two Indian boys being towed about 
the harbor at Kadiak by a huge hali¬ 
but they had just hooked. Utterly un¬ 
able to land the fish, they had fastened 
the line to the stern of the boat, and 
while they pulled with all their might, 
each one at an oar, they rallied each 
other for not exerting mox*e strength 
and shouted loudly for help. Finally 
an Indian put out in a boat, and the 
fish was landed.—Forest and Stream.

Real Bottomless Pits. 

Bottomless pits are facts, not fancies, 
according to Professor E. A. Martel, 
the 1 French geologist. He declares that 
this term may be applied to cliff caves 
whose lower part has been cut off by 
tbe erosion of the valley beloAv, thus 
turning them into tunnels, through 
which the valley may be seen. Tbe 
most remarkable abyss of this kind 
which the savant lias seen is the so 
called hole of Platafy. on tlie summit 
of the eastern ridge of Vercors, above 
Clelles. At about 5,100 feet a horizon¬ 
tal orifice o’pens suddenly like tlie 
mouth of an ordinary cave, Avhicli it 
probably once Avas. The bottom lias 
been out off, demolished by the im¬ 
mense erosion of the vast basin of 
troves to the east; 2,300 to 3,300 feet 
deep, on Avhicli the present loiver ori¬ 
fice of the present cave opens out in a 
superb arch tAventy-six feet high. 
From the raihvay between the sta¬ 
tions of Clelles and Percy, on tlie line 
from Grenole to Veyues, it is seen 
2.300 feet in the air like a pinhole near 
the summit of a limestone cliff. It was 
from the ear window that the extraor¬ 
dinary aperture Avas discovered. In 
Belgium in the Grand Duke’s hole one 
may descend and contemplate the 
windings of tlie I.esse, holding to the 
shrubbery to avoid being precipitated 
into tlie river 250 feet beloAv. In the 
chalk cliffs of Etretat there is another 
evidence of an incompletely destroyed 
cave Avhose remaining upper entrance 
doubtless soon Avill disappear.

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TRAPS FOR MARINERS 


Some Points of Peril That Are 
Dreaded by Seamen. 


MERCILESS KENTISH KNOCK. 


This Real Davy Jones’ Locker Is a 

Vast Cemetery For All Ships That 

Are Gripped by Its Relentless Sands. 

Sable Island’s Fingers of Death. 

The exact location of Davy Jones’ 
locker is not shown on any ocean chart 
extant, principally because it is a state 
and not a place, but if any one ocean 
death trap deserves the title it is the 
Thames estuary. The British naval 
department has a chart upon which 
it marks the position of wrecks with 
a black dot. On this chart the Thames 
mouth tract is a solid black spot. So 
numerous have been the wrecks that 
the' dots run together. The point 
where the black dots actually pile one 
on top of another is the Kentish Knock, 
and this is the place among all of the 
ocean’s danger spots that deserves the 
title of Davy Jones’ locker. 

At the Kentish Knock it. is not keel 
shattering rocks of piercing points of 
coral that wreck the ocean travelers. 
It is sand, treacherous, clinging sand, 
that grasps the doomed ship with a 
grip of steel and holds it firmly while 
the angry sea beats it to fragments. 
Many a vessel posted at Lloyd’s as 
missing would be duly accounted for 
if the Knock sand would give up its 
booty. There is no hope for ship or 
man when Father Neptune asks toll at 
the Kentish Knock, for the nearest 
land is twenty miles away and the 
nearest lifeboat at Margate, thirty 
miles away. 

The sands of the ocean are far more 
dangerous than the rocks. The sand 
banks extend over more space, there¬ 
fore offer more points of contact than 
the rocks, which usually rise in one 
slender pinnacle. The waters flow over 
them in smooth waves, and there are 
no warning breakers. 

Next to the Thames mouth tract in 
point of danger is the Hugh, the salt 
water river on w’hich Calcutta stands. 
The most tryiug part of a large vessel’s 
voyage from New York t'o Calcutta is 
the Inst few' miles of this calm river. 
In this strange river iii windless weath- 
er and flat, calm water vessels have 
been lost, dashed to pieces on the ever 
shifting sand banks by the force of 
the tides. The sands grasp the keel of 
the marked vessel, and she stops, but 
the tide moves on with relentless force, 
and the helpless ship is carried over 
on her beam ends. She careens over 
and founders with all on board. One 
of the worst shoals in the Hugh bears 
the name James and Mary. It was 
the name of a great Indian merchant 
shipwrecked on the sunken sand banka. 

Another danger point dreaded by the 
master mariner lias neither sand nor 
Tocks, but a great submarine waterfall 
In the English channel there is a point 
just beyond the Shambles banks where 
there is a sudden drop in the sea bot¬ 
tom. The channel tides sweep over 
the banks and down this sudden drop, 
creating rapids equal in fury to those 
of Niagara. The American shipGecrgian 
foundered in Portland race, the name 
by which this danger point is known, 
and all hands went down with her. 

Ships bound to New York from Eu¬ 
rope pass quite near a deadly hhlden 
shoal which runs out from Sabi® is- j 
land, lying off Sable cape, in Nova 
Scotia. The shoal runs out for miles in 
five directions like the fingers of a 
great hand reaching out for what it 
can destroy. When the gales blow, 
heavy seas boom upon the shoals with 
eufficient force to shatter the stanchest 
vessel afloat, and when the wind ceases 
the beaches are strewn with wreckage 
and the bodies of tliose who have per¬ 
ished. The distance from the shore is 
too great and the surf too heavy for 
the life savers to reach a struggling 
vessel, and few lives are saved at this 
point. Ten vessels have been wrecked 
in this trap in a single day. 

The rocky danger points in the ocean 
have nearly all been tagged, and light¬ 
houses have been erected on the most 
dangerous—all except one. There is no 
lighthouse on the Virgin rock, and 
there never will be. Out in the mid-At¬ 
lantic a giant pinnacle rears its head 
up from the ocean floor and endeavors j 
vainly to reach the surface of the sea. 
It is too short by about eighteen feet. I 
There it stands with its sharp point ' 
hidden by the ocean waves, waiting to 
pierce the bottom of some unsuspecting 
vessel and send it dowm to join the pile 
of ships’ ribs and dead men’s bones 
that litter the floor around its base. I 
The waves seem to be in league with 
the rock, for if a vessel of light draft 
tries to pass over its head the waves ; 
shoot it down into a trough at the bot¬ 
tom of which the point of the rock is 
waiting to rip out her keel. 

These danger spots, however, are hut 
annexes to the real Davy Jones’ locker,

hundred years. Not so. Australia is 
the land of contrasts. A drought has 
lasted for seven years. But what is 
there even in Scotland to compare with 
the persistency of Australian rain 
when it does see fit to fall? 

For eleven weeks without stopping 
did the rain continue to moisten the 
dry places of Sydney some years ago, 
washing out most cruelly the brief, 
bright season of winter, when the Aus¬ 
tralian looks for living Instead of ex¬ 
istence and peace instead of pressure. 
And what rain! It shot from the clouds 
like arrows, and the whole world was 
a battlefield during that July. As the 
arrows darted into the earth the earth 
rose and dashed into the air, and rain 
and mud met and grappled with each 
other day after day, night after night, 
week after week. And the battle was 
neither to the rain nor to the mud. A 
strange and horrid situation arrived. 
Sydney ran clean out of galoches. 

For two weeks not a galoche was to 
be had in the rain drenched city ff>r 
love or money. Then a fresh shipload 
arrived from somewhere or other. And 
then—the rain stopped!—London Mail.
